The Fren«h Ambassador Acts for 


the Spanish Government, 


SPAIN MAKES NO DIRECT OFFER. 


Washington, July 27.—The Spanish 


government has sued for peace, not in- 
directly, through the great powers of 
Europe, but bye direct appeal to Presi- 
dent McKinley. The proposition was 
formally submitted to the president at 
3 o'clock yesterday afternoon by the 
French ambasador, M. Jules Cambon, 
who had received instructions from 
the foreign office at Paris to deliver to 
the United States government th» ten- 
der of peace fqrnmlated by the Span- 
ish ministry. At the conclusion of the 
conference between the president and 
the French ambasador the following 
official statement was issued from the 
White House: 


"The French Ambassador, on be- 


Half of the government of Spain, and 
by direction of the Spanish Minister 
of Foreign Affairs, presented to the 
president this afternoon at the White 
House, a message from the Spanish 
government looking to the termina- 
tion, of the war and a settlement of 
tei'rns of peace." 


This was the only official statement 


made public, but it sufficed to put 
at rest all conjectures, and to make j 
clear and definite that at last Spain 
had taken the initiative toward peace. 
Although peace rumors have been cur- 
rent almost daily heretofore since the 
war began, not one of them had the 
shadow of foundation, and until the 
French ambassador received instruc- 
tions from Parts late Monday night no 
overtures of any kind had been re- 
ceived. Shortly before Monclay mid- 
night a dispatch to the French em- 
bassy made it known to the embassy 
that the ambassador would be charged 
with the important mission of opening 
peace negotiations in behalf of Spain. 
The complete instructions, including 
an official letter from Duke Almadover 
Rio, Spanish minister of foreign af- 
fairs, was received yesterday. 


The proposition submitted by the 


ambassador, acting for the Spanish 
government, was quite general in 
terms, and was confined to the one and 
essential point of an earnest plea that 
negotiations be opened for the purpose 
of terminating the war and arriving at 
terms of peace. Tfte communication of 
the Spanish government did not sug- 
gest any specific terms of peace, nor 
was there any reference made to Cuba, 
the Philippines, Porto Rico'or other 
Spanish possessions. The evident pur- 
pose of the Madrid authorities was to 
first learn whether the United States 
would treat on the subject of peace, 
and after that to take up such terms 
as the two parties might suggest. 
Neither was there any suggestion from 
the Spanish government that an arm- 
istice be established pending the peace 
negotiations. It seemed natural, how- j 
ever, from the proposition that formal 
peace negotiations be entered upon, 
that pending their conclusion a cessa- 
tion of hostilities would occur. 


Naturally the plea of Spain to open 


peace negotiations opens up a wide 
field of conjecture on what the terms 
ef peace will be. Thus far there is no 
official warrant for raying: what terms 
Spain w!H propose, or what terms the 
United States will offer or accept So 
far as this country is concerned it is 
the general impression that the com- 
plete Spanish evacuation of Cuba and 
Porto Rico wiH be insisted upon as a 
sine qnanon. There is not the same 
certainly as to the Philippines. La- 
drone^ and CarrtlSn*-.*. although the hc- 
tief is growing that the terms of the 
United Slates will include coaling 
station? in these prows.

Dirlng the late afternoon and even- 


Ing -the president conferred with most 
of the members of the cabinet, and the 


. Spanish proposition was thoroughly 
canvassed. Secretaries Day, Alger and 
Long were at the White House during 
the afternoon, and in the evening the 
President vn's joined by Secretaries 
Bliss acd WHson and Postmaster Gen- 
oral Smith. There was no cabinet meet- 
ing in the ordinary sense, but these 
talks with individual members served 
about th« same purpose as a formal 
meeting. It wjis understood the presi- 
dent would be prepared to give an 
answer before the next regular cabi- 
net day, tomorrow. No intimation came 
from any official source as to the prob- 
able character of the answer. There 
were strong intimations, however, that 
there would be no acceptance which 
would imply the stopping of the war 
when the American arms were adding 
victories on victories, and the em- 
barking on a vague diplomatic ne- 
gotiation. It was felt that this govern- 
ment had everything to lose in a sub- 
tle game of diplomacy, in which the 
only certain element would be iaaction 
of our army and navy. For this reason 
there was a disposition in official 
quarters to know what terms were in 
sight before entering upon general ne- 
gotiations. 


A prominent administration official 


said after talking with cabinet officers 
that in his opinion the situation was 
not materially changed by the Span- 
ish proposition, and that the war 
would be pressed with unabated vigor 
until something more tangible in the 
way of peace terms was at hand. In 
case the peace negotiations are opened, 
the means by which they will be car- 
ried on are not determined, nor have 
they been officially considered. It is 
understood, however, that one means 
likely to be proposed is to authorize 
direct negotiations between Spain and 
this country, Spain being represented 
by S«nor Leon Castillo, the Spanish 
ambassador at Paris, and the tinted 
States by General Horace Porter, our 
ambassador to France. 


AWAITING THE T3ANSEQRTS. 


Volunteers at Xewport Xews Ready 


to Go to Porto Kico. 


Newport News, July 27.—As yet no 


troops have embarked for Porto Rico 
except Company D, Fourth Illinois, 
which was ordered to proceed to Old 
Point yesterday and go aboard the 
auxiliary cruiser St. Louis to make 
ready for the reception of the remain- 
der of the troops. 


When the troops will leave for Porto 


Rico is still a matter of conjecture. 
Major General Brooke, who is in com- 
mand of the First army corps, does 
not know when the Second brigade. 
General Hains commanding:, will de- 
part. The troops are ready, but the 
transports are not. To the press corre- 
spondents General Brooke said: 


"I cannot state just when "we will 


sail. 
That depends on the progress 


made in loading the transports. I 
think, however, that the troops will 
depart in a day or two, probably late 
this evening or early tomorrow morn- 
ing." 


The expedition is now two days late 


in starting, but the delay could not be 
obviated, as there is an immense 
quantity of arms and provisions to be 
loaded on the transports, to say noth- 
ing of the horses, and the work of get- 
ting- the steamers ready has been going 
on constantly ever since they arrived. 
The transports City of Washington, 
Massachusetts and Roumania are at 


e piers taking on the brigades' out- 


which includes ambulance wagons, 


heavy artillery and provisions. The St. 
Paul and St. Louis are at Old Point 
Comfort and will take on troops there. 
It is understood that the Third Illinois 
will go on the St. Louis and the Fourth 
Pennsylvania on the St. Paul. The 
troops will be transported to Old Point 
by lighters. 


The Fourth Ohio regiment will go

SHOBT FIGHT WITH SPANIARDS. 


Port of Guanlca, Porto Rico, via St. 


Thomas, D. W. I., July 27.—The United 
States military expedition under the 
command of Major General Nelson A. 
Miles was landed here successfully on 
Monday, after a skirmish with a de- 
tachment of the Spanish troops amd a 
crew of 30 belonging to the launch of 
the United States auixiliary guhboai 
Gloucester, formerly Mr. J. Piefpont 
Morgan's steam yacht Corsair. Four of 
the Spaniards were killed and no 
Americans were hurt. 


The American troops will be pushed 


forward promptly in order to capture 
the railroad leading to Ponce, which is 
only about ten miles east of this pace. 
From Ponce there is an excellent mili- 
tary road runing 85 miles north to San 
Juan. 


At noon on Monday General Miles 


called for a consultation, announcing 
that he was determined not to go by 
San Juan cape, but by the Mona pas- 
sage instead, land here, surprise the 
Spaniards and deceive their military 
authorities. 
The course 
was then 


changed and the Dixie was sent to 
warn General Brooke at Cape San Juar. 


Early Monday morning the Glouces- 


ter, in charge of Lieutenant Com- 
mander 
Wainwriffht, 
steamed 
into 


Guanica harbor in order to reconnoiter 
the place. With the fleet waiting out- 
side, the gallant little fighting yacht 
Gloucester braved the mines which 
were supposed to be in this harbor and 
found that there were five fathoms of 
water close in shore. Guanlca Bay is 
a quiet place, surrounded by cultivated 
lands. In the rear are high mountains, 
and close to the beach nestles a village 
of about 21 houses. 


The Spaniards were completely taken 


by surprise. Almost the first they knew 
of the approach of the army of in- 
vasion was in the announcement con- 
tained in.the firing of a gun from the 
Gloucester, demanding- that the Span- 
iards haul down their flag, v. hich was 
floating from the flagstaff in front of 
a blockhouse standing to the east of 
the village. The first couple of three 
pounders were fired into the hills right 
and left of the bay, purposely avoiding 
the town, lest the projectile hurt wo- 
men or children. The Gloucester then 
hove to within about 600 yards ' f tne 
shore and lowered a launch, havi.:^ on 
board a Colt rapid fire gun, and 30 men 
under the command of Lieutenant 
Huse, which was sent ashore without 
encountering opposition. 


Quartermaster Beck thereupon told 


Yeoman Lacy to haul down the*Span- 
ish flag, which was done, and they 
then raised on the flagstaff the first 
United States flag to float over Porto 
Rican soil. 


Suddenly about 30 Spaniards opened 


fire with Mauser rifles on the Am^ri- 
can party. Lieutenant Huse and his 
men responded with preat gallantry, 
the Colt sun doins: effecJive work. Nf>r- 
mon, who received Admiral C"rvcra'?

PRAISE FOR OUaTOLUNTEERS. 


Declare Them the Best 
Soldiers in the World. 


Washington, July 26 —Adjutant Gen- 


eral Corbin last night made public a 
statement of the progress made in the 
organization of the volunteer and regu- 
lar armies of the United States up to 
and including July 24. In the 90 days 
which have elapsed since the president 
isued his first call for volunteers an 
army of 261,400 men have been recruit- 
ed, mustered, equipped and placed in 
the field, an achievement that has 
elicted surprise and admirartion from 
the best informed military authorities 
of Europe. 


The personnel of the army H far su- 


perior to that of any body of men 
hitherto raised for military purposes by 
the United States. Every man recruit- 
ed, whether for the regular or for the 
volunteer army, has undergone a care- 
ful physical examination conducted by 
disinterested and competent officers. 


Of the "16,500 volunteers authorized 


by congress, 212,000 have been placed in 
the field, nearly all of them fully equip- 
ped. In a few days the entire volunteer 
army will be thoroughly organized into 
regiments, 
brigades, 
divisions 
and 


army corps. The aptitude for military 
discipline and Instructions which the 
volunteers have evinced, has created 
surprise among the representatives of 
foreign governments with the United 
States army. They agree that the 
Americans are the finest soldiers in the 
world.

SAVED FROM PIRATES. 


A TALE OF THE SPAMSH MAIN. 


In the beginning of the present cen- 


tury the Gulf of Mexico swarmed with 
pirates, preying on the commerce of 
every nation. 
One has only to refer 


to the newspapers previous to 1826 to 
recognize how great were the perils of 
a seaman's calling in those days. Ships 
disappeared at times with their officers 
and crews, and it may be years after 
that some desperate sea rover brought 
to the gibbet told the story of capture 
and destruction. The worst locality 
in the West Indies was the south side 
of the Island of Cuba. Here lies the 
Isle of Pines and a succession of low 
keys that afforded the pirates excel- 
lent opportunities for concealment. 
All merchantmen went armed in those 
days, but the pirate schooners, carry- 
ing one heavy 24-pounder, could cut a 
vessel's spars to pieces and thus make 
her defenseless. 


In 1824 an English brig from Ja- 


maica, bound home, was taken off St. 
Antoine, her crew massacred and the 
vessel beached on the coast of Cuba. 
Her cargo was valued at over §200,- 
000. The British government started 
an investigation, and it was found to 
be the work of a Spanish Irishman 
named Cain, who had a fast topsail 
schooner called the Esmerelda, with a 
crew of 200 men of all 
nationalities, 


among 
them 
two 
Philadelphians 


named Brent and Supplee. It was also 
found that in disposing of the plunder 
a Spanish coast guard vessel had con- 
yeyed most of it to Havana for sale, 
and that-many Spanish officials were 
interested in the affair, getting a share 
of the plunder. 
* The British government went for 
the Spaniards in a very vigorous man- 
ner, demanding indemnity for the 
past and security for the future. The 
Spaniards yielded and agreed to equip 
a force to cruise on the south coast 
and search the keys for marauders. 
A fast sailing brig of war, El Toridor. 
carrying ten guns, was put in com- 
mission, under Captain Hernani. He 
was a fine sailor and an honest man, 
and soon made it very unpleasant for1 
fete pirates about the Isle of Pines and 
Cayo Largo. At this time the United 
States had a fleet of small vessels 
doing police duty in the gulf, one of 
which, the Enterprise, commanded by 
Lieutenant White, was very active and 
had captured several pirate craft and 
cut up their crews. It was on the 
same statioc as the Toridor, and ar- 
ranged with Captain Hernani to co- 
operate with him, and if in want of 
assistance at night to show a light at 
the mainmast head as a signal. 


Information 
had 
come 
to the 


Spanish captain that a consort of the 
Esmerelda, a very fast sailing schooner 
called the Eonita, commanded by a 
negro named Pinto, would try and get 
into the Largo Key at night 
She 


bad been on a cruise away south and 
was reported full of plunder. 
The 


negro captain was a bloodthirsty ruf- 
fian about 50 and was badly wanted 
by the Spanish authorities, as he had 
murdered a brother of Captain-General 
Galviz in one of the raids ashore. So 
the Toridor lay out about three miles 
•way from the'pass between the Isle 
of Pines and Cayo Largo, tossing and 
heaving and keeping her copper bright 
nader short sail. It was said by Eng- 
lish captains in those days that you 
might make Spaniards fairly good sea- 
men, but it iook constant hazing to 
make them stasd a decent watch. Xo 
sooner was the watch set than one-half 


mainboom. To these the startled crew 
rushed, aud the Hides were alive with 
men coming aboard yelling, "Killl 
kill!" There is no want of courage 
tuuoiig Spaniards,and the crew fought 
desperately. The captain was on deck 
and at once sent a man to the mast- 
head to light the signal lantern, and 
with his officers and marines pitched 
in; but the shore party had got first 
blood and they fought like tigers, 
while the heavy shot from a big 
schooner not over 300 yards away 
came fust. 
The Toridors retreated to 


tht quarterdeck and encouraged by 
their officers made a desperate fight, 
but it was evidently a losing game. 
The schooner had her sweeps out and 
in a few minutes would board the brig 
with a crowd of fresh assailants. 


Fortunately the Enterprise was not 


more than twelve miles away, in the 
southwest. 
The 
watch had been 


changed and the new lookout had 
just gone aloft when he called out: 
"Deck ahoy! There goes a gun right 
nor'east off the starboard bow." 


In a minute all was' commotion. 


One of the officers sprang into the rig- 
ging with a night glass and hailed: 
"There it goes again; I hear the 
boom." 


The 
commander was on deck. 


"Thank fortune, here comes the wind 
from the west. Make all sail, Mr. 
Hamilton. We'll run clown and see 
what it is. That's a heavy gun. The 
Toridor has only eithteen-pounders. 
They would not make a flashlight like 
that. 
Beat to quarters and cast off 


the starboard battery. 
Bam in a 


round shot over grape!" 


The breeze had freshened and the 


Enterprise fairly walked. 
The flash 


of guns was now seen from the deck, 
and the lookout hailed that he saw a 
mast headlight. 


"The Spanish brig is in trouble. I 


hope nothing will happen to my friend 
Hernani," said the officer. 
A tropic 


dawn is something to 
remember. 


Long before the sun rises there comes 
a beautiful rosy light, making the 
sea a sheet of gold, and thus every- 
thing was made plain to the Enter- 
prise and her crew. 
The Spanish 


brig was enveloped in smoke and the 
noise of the conflict was plainly 
heard. 
The schooner was sweeping 


up to board her deck alive with men. 


The American was 200 yards away, 


right across her bows, and then came 
the order, "Give her two divisions— 
rake her fore and aft." 


The 
effect was tremendous. 
A 


chorus 
of 
yells 
and 
screams 


from the pirate and down came her 
foremast and main topmast. 
"Give it 


to 'em again," and her decks were 
clear. Backing her mainsail in a 
minute more the bowspirit of the 
Enterprise was forking over the bow 
of the Toridor and the cry was, 
"Boarders away." The inan-o'-war's- 
men made short work of the pirates 
in the waists, and, all escaping, got 
into their boats and pulled for shore. 
Priming a carrouade with a pistol 
cartridge, the Yankee sailors dis- 
charged it, cutting one boat in two, 
and in a moment the water was alive 
with sharks, taking care of the crew. 


The schooner was at once boarded 


by three boat crews. 
The decks were 


deserted, but all at once there came a 
deadly volley of musketry from the 
cabin, killing three men, and then a 
rush, headed by Pinto, a tall,grizzled 
African, powerfully built. He shot 
Lieutenant Hamilton 
through the 


body and was attacked by the ward- 
room steward of the Enterprise, a 
giant mulatto from Baltimore. 
He, 


too, got a bullet, but struck Pinto's 
right arm off with a cutlass stroke, 
and the villain was taken alive, the 
only survivor of his crew. 


In the waist of the Toridor lay sixty- 


two dead men over forty being of her 
crew, and Captain Hernani admitted 
that in an hour more the pirates would 
have owned his brig.—Philadelphia 
Times. 


ALFONSO XHI'S EDUCATION.

Alfonso XIII must begin to feat 


quite a big boy. He has now passed 
his first examination and obtained the 
small green and white paper diploma 
which allows the average Spanish 
youngster to enter a university. 
The 


examination took place last week, in 
one of the saloons of the palace. The 
Queen-Kegeut was present, and so 
was the Princess of the Asturias, while 
a goodly number of court hangers-on 
danced attendance upon the royal 
ladies. The Infanta Isabella came in 
and went out from time to time, and 
smiled encouragingly at her nephew. 
Not that he wanted much encourage- 
ment. 


His mother witched the proceed- 


ings with ease- interest, smiled at the 
boy, and noclued approval at some of 
his quick answers. 
The Princess of 


the Asturias was, possibly, even more 
profuse in her display of admiration. 
In addition to the usual subjects, he 
has passed in elementary algebra, 
geometry, physics, chemistry, botany, 
zoology, mineralogy, ethics, psycology, 
Latin, Greek, French and agriculture. 
French, in his case, was purely a mat» 
ter of form, because, like his sisters, 
he speaks French, English and Ger- 
man with ease and correctness. 


The English lady who was, until a 


recent date, his governess for our 
vernacular, received about §5000 per 
annum and free quarter sin the palace. 
Iii glaring distinction to this comes 
the report on Spanish schoolmasters, 
published in the official Gazette, the 
other morning. From the document 
it appears that the sums due to these 
long-suffering people for arrears of 
pay extending over several years 
amounts to the enormous figure of 
$2,000,000. If we were indebted for 
elementary education to the same ex- 
tent our liabilities would reach into 
the millions in round figures. Of the 
forty-nine pro's iuces into which Spain 
is divided only seven are quite free 
from debt in this respect.—London 
Society.

An idea of the amount of material 


required in the construction of a mod- 
ern office building can be gotten from 
the following figures furnished by Mr. 
McCaul, who has charge of the con- 
struction of a sixteen-story skyscraper 
in Philadelphia. 


About 8000 cubic yards of excava- 


tions, 4000 yards of concrete and 
stone masonry, 4,371,555 pounds of 
steel, 300,000 pounds of ornamental 
iron, 36,000 pounds of ornamental 
bronze, 10,000 cubic feet of granite, 
weighing 900 tons; 260,000 square 
feet of fire-proofing, weighing about 
3600 tons; 1360 tons of patent mortar 
used in plastering, to cover. 42,000 
square yards of plastering; about the 
same amount of cement mortar used in 
brick 
and stone masonry; 40,000 


square feet of Pevonizza, Numidian 
and Italian marble; 15,000 pounds of 
nails, 10,000 cubic feet of terra-cotta, 
weighing about 290 tons; 325,000 
face brick, 1,500,000 common brick, 
24,000 square feet of glass, weighing 
fibout 73,660 pounds; about thirty 
miles of electric piping to encase the 
electric wiring throughout the build- 
ing, and about ten miles of plumber 
and steam fitters' piping. There were 
on an average 200 men working on 
this structure from the start until the 
finish.—Philadelphia Inquirer.

THE CHINESE IN MANILA 


THEY ARE INFLUENTIAL AND THERE- 


FORE DISLIKED. 


The Aiiicrlcaii ami KiiKliah HOUHCS In the 


J'hilijM>ln«» l>r«f«r vo I>«-al With Them 
Kather Than With tile HauRlity 
Chinutte Who IIuvo Become 
Forming as they do a very large 


proportion of the population, nearly 
equal to that of the natives them- 
selves, and, having by their industry 
and business ability sustained the 
fame of Manila as a commercial port, 
the Chinese are a thorn in the side of 
the Spanish mercantile class, aside 
from the conventional dislike extended 
by the latter toward all foreigners. 
Being commercial by nature, and hav- 
ing realized the good policy of keep- 
ing their word in business matters, in 
contrast with the everlasting procras- 
tinating and "niauaua"-iug of the 
Spaniards, they have built up a large 
business with the English and Ameri- 
can houses, in the Philippines who 
infinitely prefer to deal with them 
rather than with the owners of the 
soil. 
Their thrifty ways and tend- 


ency to sa»3 money and send it home 
to China rather than to spend it where 
they are is another source of griev- 
ance to the haughty "Espn:ioles." 


Then their ability and willingness 


to perform every kind of manual 
labor, from carpentering, shoemakiug, 
etc. , to coolie work, from morning to 
night at the lowest of wages, is a 
cause of envious iiritation to the in- 
dolent native "Filipinos," and a con- 
stant feud is waged between the two 
races, which has been handed down 
for generations. 
In a street fight, 


however, I have noticed that the 
"Filipino" is very apt to come out 
ahead, although many of the coolies 
have the most superb muscular devel- 
inent which I have ever seen. 


£ong ago, according to history, a 


fleet of Chinese junks, under the fa- 
mous pirate chief Li Ma Hong, bore 
down on Manila with the intention of 
capturing it and its many treasures. 
The little garrison in the fort defended 
it with a. gallantry such as Spaniards 
can and will display when in despera- 
tion, and Li Ma Hong, possessing no 
"petroleum shells," and a storm com- 
ing up providentially, the fleet was in- 
gloriously defeated. 
Some of the 


junks went ashore on the northern 
coast of the island, and there is today 
a curious race of so-called Chinese 
"Igorotes," or 
savages, living in 


the 
fastnesses of the mountains, 


and supposed to be the descendants 
of the shipwrecked pirates. 
A certain 


day in January is the anniversary of 
the fight, and on that day hardly a 
Chinaman in Manila dares show him- 
self out of doors, for every small boy, 
native or Spaniard, feels in duty bound 
to "heave a rock" at him. 


"Whenever there is a big fire in the 


town, it is always assumed that the 
Chinese have set it, and they are very 
scarce in the streets while the confla- 
gration lasts, for tacit instructions 
would seem to have been given on 
these occasions to the effect that "if 
you see a Chinaman hit him." 


Early in the spring of 1893 the 


Spanish iron steamer San Juan sailed 
from Hong Kong for Manila with a 
cargo largely composed of kerosene, 
which had been carefully stowed as 
near the boilers as possible, and on 
deck, where the some three hundred 
Chinese" coolies who composed the 
passenger list could sit on the cases 
and knock the embers from their pipes 
against them. It is not surprising 
that the ship took fire when just 
within sight of Luzon, and the Span- 
ish captain, with most of his officers, 
promptly took to the boats and pulled 
for the shore, leaving a raging, fren- 
zied mass of Chinese shrieking at them 
from the doomed vessel, for 110 pro- 
vision is made ou these steamers for 
the safety of the coolies in case of 
accident. In a few minutes the San 
Juan was afire from stem to stem. As 
many as could climbed the masts, only 
to fall back suffocated into the blaz- 
ing furnace below. 
Even the more 


merciful death of drowning was de- 
nied them, for the sea was alive with 
sharks, attracted by the glare, swarm- 
ing around the ship as mackerel swarm 
around a bucketful of "gurry." 


Thirty-six 
hours later 
another 


steamer sighted the wreck and bore 
down to the rescue. 
Out of the 


original three hundred, some eighty 
wretched creatures were found alive, 
clinging to the big gangway which 
hung over the side and to tbe stern 
davits and boat tackle, with the iron 
hull of the steamer redhot in places, 
and the sharks leaping at them. 
Tbe 


rescuing boats hail literally to fight 
their way through the ravenous brute*. 


I saw the survivors as they were 


landed, and a discouraged-looking lot 
they were. The San Juan, an empty, 
scorched hull, was towed in aad an- 
chored in tbe mouth of the river to 
cool off until the seventy thousand 
Mexican dollars in ber bottom could 
be dug out of the debris, a melted 
mass. And not an expression of regret 
did I bear from any of my "Chino" 
friends over the disaster to their coun- 
trymen. "Pah! coolies!" was all they 
said.

THE FIRST TORPEDO. 


l£xplo<led Too Soon to Destroy a- Federal 


Gunboat. 


Mr. E. O. Crowley, formerly eleo- 


triciau of the Torpedo Division, C. S. 
N., contributes to The Century aii 
account of "The Confederate Torpedo 
Service." 
After describing the or- 


ganization of the first torpedo ser- 
vice, Mr. Ct-owley Bays: 


Having OBJ- system now perfected, 


we established a torpedo station,some 
five or six miles below llichmoud, by 
submerging two iron tanks, containing 
one thousand pounds of powder each, 
in twelve feet of water, leading the 
wires ashore and connecting them 
with a galvanic battery concealed in a 
small hut in a deep ravine. From the 
battery-house the wires were led to 
an elevated position near by, where 
the mail in charge could keep a look- 
out for passing vessels. The position 
of the torpedoes in the water was in- 
dicated by two sticks, planted about 
ten icet apart on the 
bluff, and in a 


line with each other and the torpedoes, 
and the watchman's instructions were 
to explode them by connecting the 
wires as soon as an enemy's vessel 
should be oil a line with the two 
pointers. 
All this being prepared, v>e 


awaited the approach of a Federal guu- 
boat. As was usually the case, one 
came ^ heii least expected, on a beau- 
tiful clear day. when our entire force 
except the man stationed as lookout, 
was absent in Richmond, preparing 
other war material. 


We were apprised by telegraph of 


the rapid approach of the gunboat, and 
immediately hastened toward our first 
station, but we arrived too late. 
The 


man in charge had not seen the United 
States flag for a long period, and 
never having previously seen a gun- 
boat so near, lost his presence of mind 
and fired one of the 1000 pound 
powder-tanks when the gunboat was 
at least twenty to thirty yards dis- 
tant. A great explosion took place, 
throwing up a great column of water 
to a considerable height; and the gun- 
boat by her momentum plunged into 
the great trough, and caught the 
downward rush of a wave on her for- 
ward deck. 
The guards were broken 


away, half a dozen men were thrown 
overboard, and other damage to the 
gunboat was caused. 
The steamer 


then turned about as quickly as she 
could, and prepared to retrace her 
route down the river, after picking up 
the men who had been washed over- 
board. 
There was a brilliant oppor- 


tunity to accomplish her total destruc- 
tion by firing the remaining torpedo 
as she passed back over it. But,alas! 
the man had been so astounded at the 
first explosion that he had fled pre- 
cipitately, without waiting to see what 
damage had been done, and the gun- 
boat was then enabled to return down 
the river in safety.

gaged Mrs. Martin heard the mourn- 
ful bray of her pet mule, which was 
in the barn at the time the fire started. 
Without considering what the results 
would be she heroically braved the 
flames and forced her way into the 
barn. Her husband returned, and, 
missing his wife, came to the conclu- 
sion that she was in the barn. He 
rushed in after her and succeeded in 
dragging her out into the open air. 
She fainted at this juncture, and by 
the time she had recovered the fire 
had been extinguished and nothing 
but the charred remains of the mule 
were left.

FLIGHT OF THE ARMADA. 


EXPERIENCES QF PHILIP'S FLEET IN 


THE STORMY GERMAN OCEAN. 


Soldiers nnd Sailor* Lounged About the 


l>«ckn In 
Kiilleu, 
Silent, 
<iroui»»—A 


Captain UUIIK to the Yard-Arm HH u 
Le»»oiitoth« IJUolxnllent »nd Cowardly. 
In the Century there is an illustrated 


article on "The Spanish Armada," by 
William Frederic Tiltou, with an in- 
troduction by Captain Alfred T. Mahan. 
After describing the defeat of the 
Armada, Mr. Tiltou says: 


Meanwhile the 
Spaniards were 


speeding, crestfallen, over the Ger- 
man ocean, under all the canvas that 
their torn rigging and splintered spars 
would bear. For Sidoiiia's men were 
thinking only of getting home to the 
warm sun and sparkling water of their 
cara E.>paua—dear old Spain. Sol- 
diers and sailors lounged in sullen, 
silent groups about the decks. The 
flag-ship would not respond to the sa- 
lutes of her consorts. The wind blew 
northerly at times, but the duke for- 
got his promise to sail back into the 
channel. 
He thought only of flight, 


and offered his French pilot two thou- 
sand ducats if he should bring him 
safe to Spain. 
Soon the autumn 


storms burst, and the Spaniards had 
to house everything but a rug of sail 
to steer by. Thick, black fo^s often 
settled down upon them, so that they 
could not see one another's lights at 
night. 
One day, however, they had 


the melancholy satisfaction of captur- 
ing a few English pinnaces returning 
from thei1: fishing-ground laden with 
cod and ling. This—one almost re- 
grets to say it —was the greatest 
achievement of the fleet that was to 
give Philip the sovereignty over west- 
ern Europe. 
The men had been sup- 


plied with clothes only for a short 
summer campaign, and these North 
sea gales froze them to the bone. "We 
all expected to come home rich from 
this expedition," wrote a gentleman 
on board the flag-ship, as she was 
floundering past Scotland ; "but now 
we are coming home in our shirts, for 
our clothes got so ragged that we had 
to throw them overboard."' 
To in- 


crease the wretchedness, it became 
necessary to reduce the rations to 
starving-point. The artillery mules 
and noblemen's horses, which a wise 
commander would have kept for food, 
were cast overboard to save water. 
It was heartrending to see the wild 
white eyes of the poor brutes, as, 
plunging and snorting, they tried to 
swim back to the ship's side. 


It seemed imperative to punish some- 


body for all this disgrace and misery. 
A number of officers were accused of 
disobedience or cowardice. 
Some of 


these the duke deprived of their com- 
mands ; and one captain was hanged 
in a pinnace, which was sent through 
the fleet with its gruesome freight 
dangling from the yard-arm as a warn- 
ing to the rest. 


The weather got ever wilder. 
The 


clumsy ships heaved and rolled, and 
plunged their yards deep into the 
waves. Hulls got so badly strained 
thatthey had to be stiffened with ropes. 
Strong men flocked to the chaplains, 
begging for their prayers. Many a 
poor fellow, losing hope of seeing land 
again, made his will and intrusted it 
to the ship's priest. 
Men sickened 


and died by hundreds, sons of Spain's 
noblest houses with the rest. 
Many 


ships got so short-handed that they 
dropped behind the main body, and 
had to struggle northward in isolated 
groups. Now and then a rotten lac- 
ing would give way, and the sailors, 
weakened by hunger and sickness,had 
to go aloft in the gale to house the 
tugging and bellying sail, lucky if 
shrouds and spars were not slippery 
and dangerous with the driving sleet. 
Though midsummer, it was as cold as 
Christmas. 
Everybody except the 


pilots stayed below as much as possi- 
ble to keep warm. They were all per- 
ishing with hunger and thirst, and the 
little food they got was moldy. 
They 


might have tried catching rainwater in 
casks, but the spray would have turned 
it salt. Calderon, one of the paymas- 
ters, had a store of delicacies aboard 
his hulk, and distributed them, as 
well as the heavy sea allowed, among 
the sick and wounded of the fleet. 
The negroes and mulattos, it was ob- 
served, nearly all perished with the 
cold. The men were now kept con- 
tinuously at the pumps. 
Woe to the 


ship when pumps got clogged with 
ballast pebbles ! 
It was hard and 


dangerous work shifting the crews of 
sinking vessels in the tempestuous 
weather.

the electric fluid which is a tonic,

All underground roads will be greatly 
the gamers by adopting this means of 
propulsion.

essary to put all wires under ground, 
as the dangerous results when the 
wires become coated with ice has been 
made tragically apparent in some of 
our large cities.—New York Ledger.

Carlisle Peach Company, which has 
thousands of peach trees planted at 
Huntsdale, Cumb. county, visited the 
orchards recently and from his inves- 
tigation said that the crop this year 
will be but one-fourth as large as that 
of last year. 


Since the Spanish war began Uncle 


Sam has bought one and a half million 
•dollars' worth of mules. For teaming 
.and packing purposes he owns now be- 
tween 13,000 and 14,000 of these ani- 
mals, 300 of which are for the Philip- 
pines. They aie superior to horses be- 
cause they will *ork harder and long- 
er, eat less, drink less, stand the hot 
•climate and resist disease better, and 
sure-footed, which is an important item 
in mountainous regions. The mules 
cost irom #95, for small ones for pack 
purposes, to 135 for the team mules. 
These pricts are about $25 above the 
ruling prices before the outbreak of the 
war.

days staggered the European naval 
world. 
Those victories of ours made 


the battles of the Nile and Trafalgar 
appear what they really were—brutally 
stupid. 


"When our frigate Constitution met 


the brave Guerriere aud the Java in 
-.ingle combat, it was a struggle of 
keen intelligence against brute force 
and arrogant ignorance. 
The Guer- 


riere was then the crack frigate of the 
British navy, and the first one in 
thirty years to strike her flag in a 
naval duel between single ships. The 
great disparity of the loss in killed 
and wounded—five times as many 011 
the Guerriere as on the Constitution— 
astounded the naval world. 
Our sea 


fights set all Europe thinking, just as 
our fights in this war may do. It was 
many years, however, before the Eng- 
lish acknowledged that the real cause 
of their defeats in the war of 1812 
was the superiority of the gunnery on 
the American ships. 
It was their ex- 


cuse at the time of the war, and many 
years after, that the British tars had 
been simply overpowered by the Amer- 
ican ships and the weight of their 
guns. 
The true explanation was that 


we were marksmen. 


At the siege of Yorktown, in our 


vessels.

Yankees in 1771. I have no doubt that 
iu any future war that we may have 
an the sea, Yankee ingenuity and in- 
telligence will achieve the success that 
has always attended them."—New 
York Sun.

are cooks to make them.

I toward making them what they should 
' be, i. e., wholesome and digestible. 
To this end remember that good, 
healthful food cannot be made from 
poor material. Especially true is this 
of- whatever is used for shortening. 
When one can get it. country rendered 
lard is best; next to that, what is 
called butcher's lard. 
Lard mixed 


with cotton seed oil is permissible if 
the oil is not rancid. 


For each pie allow one cup of fiour 


and one-half cup of good, sweet lard; 
add a small saltspoonful of salt and 
mix thoroughly, then add just water 
enough to mix together. 
The exact 


amount of water cannot be given, as 
some flour requires more moisture 
than others to form a dough. 
Grease 


your pie tins with lard or butter, press 
the crust smoothly in the tin to ex- 
clude air puff's, put in your filling, 
cover and press the edges well to- 
gether, then bake in a quick oven. 


If proper attention is paid to the 


baking a pie may be easily slipped off 
of the tin as soon as it is done, and 
it will be a delight to the family, so 
far as the crust is concerned. In bak- 
ing very juicy fruit pies line jour tins 
with the crust, fill with fruit well 
sweetened, then cover with strips of 
crust in diamond shape or in squares. 
Now firmly press one of the strips of 
crust around the ends over the edge 
of the cross strips and bake in a quick 
oven. These can also be easily slipped 
from the tins and in appearance they 
are very inviting.

V\^ashliigt.on. July 27.—The Spanish 
government has sued for peace, not in- 
directly, tliroug]! the great powers of 
Kuropo, but by a direct appoal to Presi- 
dent MoKlnley. The -proposition was 
formally submitted to the president at 
3 o'clock yesterday afternoon by the 
French ambasador, M. Jules Cambou. 
who had recei ved instructions 
from 
the foreign ofSce at Paris to deliver to 
the United States government th« ten- 
der of peace formulated by the Span- 
ish ministry. At the conclusion of the 
conference between the president and 
the French ambasador the followin,^ 
official statement was issued from the 
White House: 


French Ambassador, on be- 
half of the isovernmont of Spain, «nd 
by dlroctlou of the Spanish MlnlRter 
of Forolsrii Afl'alrs, presented, to the 
president this afternoon a t thoAVhUe 
Uouso, u, messagro f r o m the Spanish 
f?ovcrnmont Iookíuíí to the termina- 
tion of the Avar and a settlement; of 
tormfl of peaee.'* 


This was the only oflloial statement 
made public, but it 
sufficed to 
put 
at rest all conjectures, and to make 
clear and definite that at last Spain 
had taken the initiative toward peace. 
Although peace rumors have been cur- 
rent -almost daily heretofore since the 
war began, not one of them had the 
shadow of ft->undatlon. and until the 
French ambassador received instruc- 
lions from Paris late Monday night no 
overtures of any kind had been re- 
ceived. Shortly before Monday mid- 
night a dispatch to the French em- 
bassy made it known to the embassy 
that the ambassador would be charged 
with the impoi'tant mission of opening 
peace negotiations in behalf of Spain, 
The complete instructioms, 
including 
an official letter from Duke Almadover 
Rio, Spanish minister of foreign af- 
fairs, was received yesterday. 


The proposition submitted by the 
ambassador, acting for the 
Spanish 
government, 
was 
quite 
general 
in 
terms, and was confined to the ono and 
essential point of an earnest plea that 
negotiations be opened for the purpose 
of terminating the war and arriving at 
terms of peace. The communication of 
the Spanish government did not sug- 
gest any specific terms of peace, nor 
was there any reference made to Cuba, 
the Philippines, Porto Rico'or other 
Spanish possessions. The evident pur- 
pose of the ^ladrid authorities was to 
first learn whether the United States 
would treat on the subject of peace, 
and after that to take up such terms 
as 
the two 
parties 
might 
suggest. 
Neither was there any suggestion from 
the Spanish government that an arm- 
istice be established pending the peace 
nogotlations. It seemed natural, how- 
ever, from the proposition that formal 
fioace negotiations bo entered 
upon, 
that pending their conclusion a cessa- 
tion of hostilities would occur. 


Naturally the plea of Spain to open 
peace negotiations opens up a wide 
field of conjecture on what the terms 
of peace will be. Thus far there is no 
ofiiclal warrant for saying what terms 
Spain will propose, or what terms the 
United States will offer or accept. So 
far as thin country is concorned it is 
the general impression that the com- 
plete Spanish evacuation of Cuba and 
Porto Rico will be insisted upon as a 
sine quanon. There is not the same 
certainty as to the Philippines. 
La- 
drones and Carolines, although the be- 
lief is growing \h'di the terms of the

States 
will 
include

On the part of Spain it is believed 
that she now had reached such a reali- 
zation of her misfortune that she will

Dirlng the lato aftornoon apd even- 
ing -the president conferred with most 
of the members of the cabinet, and the 
. Spanish proposition was 
thorougkly 
fanvassed. Secretaries Day, Alger and 
Long were at the White House during 
the afternoon, and in the evening the 
pjosident wíís joined by 
Secretaries 
Blisg and Wilson and Postmaster Gen- 
oral Smith. There was no cabinet meet- 
ing in the ordinary sense, but these 
talks with individual membei's served 
about th# came purpose as a formal 
meeting. It was understood the presi- 
diint would be prepa^red to give an 
answer before the next regular cabi- 
net day, tomorrow. No intimation came 
from any official source as to the prob- 
able character of the answer. There 
were strong Intimations, however, that 
there would be no acceptance which 
would imply the stopping of the war 
when the American arms were adding 
victories on victories, and the em- 
barking on a vague diplomatic ne- 
gotiation. It was felt that this govern- 
ment had everything to lose in a sub- 
tle game of diplomacy, in which the 
only certain element would be inaction 
of our army and navy. For this reason 
there 
was 
a 
disposition 
In official 
quarters to know what terms were in 
sight before entering upon general ne- 
gotiations. 


A prominent administration official 
said after talking with cabinet officers 
that in his opinion the situation was 
not materially changed by the Span- 
ish 
proposition, 
and 
that 
the 
war 
would be pressed with unabated vigor 
' until something more tangible in the 
way of peace terms was at hand. In 
case the peace negotiations are opened, 
the means by which they will be car- 
ried on are not determined, nor have 
they been officially considered. It is 
understood, however, that one means 
likely to be proposed Is to authorize 
direct negotiations between Spain and 
this country. Spain being represented 
by Senor Leon Castillo, the Spanish 
ambassador at Paris, and the Unted 
States by General Horace Porter, our 
ambassador to France. 


been aTl carefully planned that he was

Volunteers at N e w p o r t Xowfl Ready 
to Go to Porto Illoo. 


Newport News. July 27.—As yet no 
troops have embarked for Porto Rico 
except 
Company D, 
Fourth 
Illinois, 
which was ordered to proceed to Old 
Point yesterday 
and go 
aboard 
the 
auxiliary cruiser St. Louis to 
make 
ready for the reception of the remain- 
der of the troops. 


When the troops will -leave for Porto 
Rico is still a matter of conjecture. 
Major General Brooke, who Is in com- 
mand of the First army corps, does 
not know when the Second 
brigade, 
General Halns commanding:, will de- 
part. 
The troops are ready, but the 
transports are not. To the press corre- 
spondents General Brooke said: 


"I cannot state Just when "we will 
sail. 
That depends on the progress 
made 
in 
loading 
the transports. 
I 
think, however, that the troops will 
depart in a day or two, probably late 
this evening or early tomorrow morn- 
ing." 


The expedition Is now two days lata 
in starting, but the delay could not be

GENERAL MILES FOOLED 
THEM. 


The News of tho Liuidlng at Giiiinlea 
Surprised W a r OilU'lals. 


Washington, July 27.—Guanlca, 
the 
point of duharkatlon of the Porto Rican 
expeditionary force, is a small town of 
1,WOO inhabitants on the southern coast 
of the Island. On a rough calculation it 
is less than 20 miles air line distant 
from Ponce and Gr> miles from San 
Juan, agyinst which the assault is to 
be dlrecti-vd. Guanica is about six miles 
south of Yauco, of which city it forms 
the port, and with which it ii? connect- 
cded by a good roiid. The town is situ- 
ated on a buy of the same name which 
fonns one of the best ports in 
the 
whole Island. The contipiclous advan- 
tage of this port, aside irom Its ex- 
cellent harbor faciluies for the trans- 
ports is tho utter absencc oi iortiiica- 
tions of mines. 


The news 
of the landing of General 
Miles at Ouanlva came as a genuine 


Port of Guanlca, Porto Rico, via St. 
Thomas, D. W. I., July 27.—The United 
States military expedition under 
the 
command of Major General Nelson A. 
Miles was landed here successfully on 
Monday, after a skirmish with a de- 
tachment of the Spanish troops áind a 
crew of 30 belonging to the launch of 
the United 
States auixillary gutiboai 
Gloucester, formerly Mr. J. 
Pierpont 
Morgan's steam yacht Corsair. Four of 
the 
Spaniards 
were 
killed 
and 
no 
Americans were hurt. 


The American troops will be pushed 
forward promptly in order to capture 
the railroad leading to Ponce, which is 
only about ten miles east of this pace. 
From Ponce there is an excellent mili- 
tary road runing 85 miles north to San 
Juan. 


At noon on Monday General Miles 
called for a consultation, 
announcing 
that he was determined not to go by 
San Juan cape, but by the Mona pas- 
sage instead, land here, surprise the 
Spaniards and deceive their 
military 
authorities. 
The 
course 
was 
then 
changed and the Dixie was sent to 
warn General Brooke at Cape San Juan. 


Early Monday morning the Glouces- 
ter, 
In charge of 
Lieutenant 
Com- 
mander 
Wainwrlffht, 
steamed 
into 
Guanlca harbor in order to reconnoiter 
the place. 
With the fleet waiting out- 
side, the gallant little 
fighting 
yacht 
Gloucester 
braved 
the mines 
which 
were supposed to be in this harbor and 
found that there were five fathoms of 
water close In shore. Guanica Bay is 
a quiet place, surrounded by cultivated 
lands. In the rear are high mountains, 
and ciose to the beach nestles a village 
of about 21 houses. 


The Spaniards were completely taken 
by surprise. Almost the first they knew 
of the approach of the army of in- 
vasion was in the announcement con- 
tained in,the firing of a gun from the 
Gloucester, demanding that the Span- 
iards haul down their fiag, which was 
floating 
from the flagstaff in front of 
a blockhouse standing to the east of 
the village. 
The first couple of three 
pounders were fired into the hills right 
and left of the bay, purposely avoiding 
the town, lest the projectile hurt wo- 
men or children. 
The Gloucester then 
hove to within about 600 yards 
< f ine 
shore and lowered a launch, havii-.i on 
board a Colt rapid fire gun, and 30 men 
under 
the 
command of 
Lieutenant 
Huse, which was sent ashore without 
encountering opposition. 


Quartermaster Beck thereupon 
told 
Yeoman Lacy to haul down thí3«Span- 
ish flag, which was done, and 
they 
then raised on the 
flagstaff 
the 
first 
United States flag to float over Porto 
Rican soil. 


Suddenly about 30 Spaniards opened 
fire with Mauser rifles on the Ameri- 
can party. Lieutenant I-Iuse and 
his 
men responded M-ith great 
gallantry, 
the Colt gun doing effective work. Nor- 
men, who received Admiral Cervera's 
surrender, and Wood, a volunteer lieu- 
tenant, shared the honors with Lieu- 
tenant Huse. 


Almost Immediately after the Span- 
iards filled on the Americans the Glou- 
cester Oldened fire on the enemy with all 
her 3 and 6 pounders which I'ould be 
brought to beai, shelling the town and 
also dropping shells into the hills to 
the west of Guanica, where a number of 
Spanish 
cavalry 
were 
to 
be 
seen 
hastening toward the spot where the 
Americans landed. 


Lieutenant Huse then threw up a 
little fort, which he named Vuit 
W.iin- 
M'right, and laid barbed v-ire in the 
street in front of li in order to n^pel the 
expected cavalry attack. The lieuten- 
ant also mounted the Colt gun 
and 
signalled 
for 
reinforceniPnis^ 
which 
Were sent from the Gloucoiifer.

But he was soon 
reinforced by tho regulars, who wo*o 
followed by Company G of the Sixth 
Illinois, and then by other troops in 
quick succession. 
All tho boats of the 
men-of-war cind the transports were 
used In the work of landing tho troops, 
each steam launch towing four or five 
boats loaded to the rails with soldiers. 
But everything progressed In an or- 
derly manner and according 
to the 
plans of General 
Miles.

went ashore at about noon, after stop- 
ping to board the Gloucester and thank

for his gallant action.

SAVED FROM PIRATES. 


A T4fiK OF TIIKSPAMSH M4IN. 
4 


In the beginning of the present cen- 
tury the Gulf of Mexico swarmed -with 
pirates, preying on the commerce 
of 
every nation. 
One has only to refer 
to the newspapers lorevious to 1826 to 
recognize how great were the perils of 
a seaman's calling in those days. Ships 
disai^peared at times with their officers 
and crews, aud it may bo years after 
that some desperate sea rover brought 
to the gibbet told the story of capture 
and destruction. 
The worst locality 
in the West Indies was the south side 
of the Island of Cuba. 
Here lies the 
Isle of Pines and a succession of low 
keys that afforded the pirates excel- 
lent 
opportunities 
for concealment. 
All merchantmen went armed in those 
days, but the ¡^irate schooners, carry- 
ing one heavy 24-pounder, could cut a 
ressers spars to pieces aud thus make 
her defenseless. 


In 1824 an English brig from 
Ja- 
maica, bound home, was taken off St. 
Antoine, her crew massacred and the 
vessel beached on the coast of Cuba. 
Her cargo was valued at over $200,- 
000. 
The British govermnent started 
an investigation, and it was found to 
t e the work of a Spanish 
Irishman 
named Cain, who had a fast 
topsail 
schooner called the Esmerelda, with a 
crew of 200 men of all 
nationalities, 
among 
them 
two 
Philadelphians 
named Brent and Suppléé. It was also 
found that in disposing of the plunder 
a Spanish coast guard vessel had con- 
yeyed most of it to Havana for sale, 
and that many Spanish officials were 
interested in the affair, getting a share 
of the jDlunder. 
> The British government went for 
the Spaniards in a very vigorous man- 
cer, 
demanding 
indemnity 
for the 
past aud security for the future. 
The 
Spaniards yielded aud agreed to equip 
a force to cruise on the 
south coast 
and search the keys 
for 
marauders. 
A fast sailing brig of war, El Toridor, 
carrying ten guns, was put 
in 
com- 
mission, under Captain Hernani, 
He 
.was a fine sailor and an honest man, 
ftnd Boon made it very unpleasant for 
tiie pirates about the Isle of Pines and 
Cayo Lar^o. 
At this time the United 
States had a 
fleet 
of 
small vessels 
doing police duty in the gulf, one of 
which, the Enterprise, commanded by 
Lieutenant White, was very active and 
had captured several pirate craft and 
cut up their crews. 
It 
was 
on the 
same station as the Toridor, and 
ar- 
ranged with Captain Hernani to co- 
operate with him, and if in want of 
assistance at night to show a light at 
the mainmast head as a signal. 


Information 
had 
come 
to the 
Spanish captain that a consort, of the 
Esmerelda, a very fast sailing schooner 
called the Eonita, commanded by a 
negro named Pinto,would try and get 
into the Largo Key at night. 
She 
had been on a cruise away south and 
was reported full of plunder. 
The 
negro captain was a bloodthirsty ruf- 
fian about 50 and was badly 
wanted 
by the Spanish authorities, as he had 
murdered a brother of Captain-General 
Galviz in one of the raids ashore. So 
the Toridor lay out about three miles 
away from the pass betAveen the Isle 
of Pines and Cayo Largo, tossing and 
heaving and keeping her co])por bright 
under short sail. I t was said by Eng- 
lish captains in those days that yuu . 
might make Spaniards fairly good bfti- 
men, but it took 
constant hazing to 
make them stand a decent watch. 
No 
sooner was the watch set than one-half 
went to sleep and the other half 
to 
play cards aud gamble, 
leaving the 
Bhip to itself, 
Such must have been 
the case on the Toridor on this night 
of the 10th of August, 1822. 
Even 
the officers on the quarterdeck were 
dozing while the captain was below 
asleep. 
The man at the 
A\lM^el was 
tho only one on the alert. 
Suddenly 
from the northwest came a bright ilash 
and then the boom of a gun 
and a 
Bhot whistled through the rigging,and 
then a cry from the helmsman, ''Ahoy, 
there! hfire's twn hruif« 


mainboom. To these the startled crew 
rushed, and the sides were alive with 
men coming aboard 
yelling, 
"KillJ 
kilir* 
There is no want of courage 
among Spaniards, and the crew fought 
desperately. The captain was on deck 
aud at once sent a man to the mast- 
head to light tho signal lantern, and 
with his officers and mariues pitched 
in; but the shore party had got 
first 
blood and they fought like 
tigers, 
•while the heavy shot from a 
big 
schooner not over 300 yards aAvay 
cama fast. 
Tho Toridors retreated to 
th(j fjuarterdeck and encouraged 
by 
their officers made a desperate 
fight, 
but it was evidently a losing 
game. 
The schooner had her sweeps out and 
in a few minutes would board the brig 
with a crowd of fresh assailants. 


Fortunately the Enterprise was not 
more than twelve miles away, in the 
southwest. 
The 
watch 
had 
been 
chaugfid and the now lookout had 
just gone aloft Avhen he called 
out: 
"Deck ahoy! 
There goes a gun right 
nor'eaat off tho starboard bow.*' 


In a minute 
all was 
commotion. 
One of the officers sprang into the rig- 
ging with a night glass 
and 
hailecl: 
"There it goes 
again; 
I 
hear the 
boom. ** 


The 
commander 
was on 
deck. 
"Thank fortune, here comes the wind 
from the west. 
Make 
all 
sail, Mr. 
Hamilton. 
We'll run down and see 
what it i^ 
That's a heavy gun. 
The 
Toridor has only eithteen-pounders. 
They would not make a flash light like 
that. 
Beat to quarters and cast off 
the 
starboard 
battery. 
Earn 
in 
a 
round shot over grape! 


The breeze had freshened and 
the 
Enterprise fairly walked. 
The 
flash 
of guns was now seen from the deck, 
and the lookout hailed that he saw a 
mast headlight. 


"The Spanish brig is in trouble. 
I 
hope nothing will happen to my frieud 
Hernani," said the officer. 
A tropic 
dawn 
is something 
to 
remember. 
Long before the sun rises there comes 
a beautiful rosy 
light, 
making the 
sea a sheet of gold, and thus every- 
thing was made plain to the Enter- 
prise and her 
crew. 
The Spanish 
brig was enveloped in smoke and the 
uoise 
of 
the conflict was 
plainly 
heard. 
The schooner was sweeping- 
up to board her deck alive with men.*^ 
The American was 200 yards away, 
right across her bo\YS, and then came 
the order, ^'Giveher two 
divisions- 
rake her fore aud aft."

with sharks, taking care of the crew. 


The schooner was at once boarded 
by three boat crews. 
The decks were 
deserted, but all at once there came a 
deadly volley of musketry from the 
cabin, killing three men, and then a 
rush, headed by Pinto, a tall,grizzled 
African, powerfully built. 
He shot 
Lieutenant 
Hamilton 
through 
the 
body and Avas attacked by the ward- 
room steward of the 
Enterprise, 
a 
giant mulatto from Baltimore. 
He, 
too, got a bullet, but struck 
Pinto's 
right arm off with 
a cutlass stroke, 
and the villain was 
taken 
alive, 
tho 
only survivor of his crew. 


In the waist of the Toridor lay sixty- 
two dead men over forty being of her 
crew, and Captain Hernani 
admitted 
that in an hour more the pirates would 
have owned ^ his 
brig.—Philadelphia 
Times.

nails, 10,000 cubic feet of terra-cotta, 
weighing 
about

tons; 
325,000 
face brick, 1,500,000 common brick, 
24,000 square feet of glass, weighing 
fibout 
73,660 pounds; 
about thirty 
miles of electric piping to encase the 
electric wiring throughout the build- 
ing, and about ten miles of plumber 
and steam fitters' piping.

The Most Aiitloiio Military Order. 


The order that claims the greatest 
amount of antiquity is the Military 
Order of S t Coustantine, which used 
to be bestowed by the king of the two 
Sicilies. 
This order, if its historians 
are to be believed, was founded A. D. 
317, by Constantine the Great. 
Eight 
hundred and seventy-four years later, 
in 1191, the Emperor Isaac Comnenus 
renewed i t 
One of the Paheologi 
confirmed it in 1261; iu 1G37 the last 
Pala3ologus gave the 
order 
to the 
Duke 
of Parma, 
and the Emperor 
Leopold conlirmed 
it 
in 1691. 
Un- 
fortunately,

Formiug as tbey do a very large 
proportiou of the i^opulaiioii, nearly 
equal to that of 
the ualives them- 
selves, ancl, having by their intlxistry 
aud 
business 
ability sustained 
the 
fame of Manila as a commercial port, 
the Chinese are a thorn in the side of 
the Spanish mercantile 
class, aside 
from the conventional dislike extended 
by the latter toward 
all foreigners. 
Being commercial by nature, and hav- 
ing realized the good jDolicy of keep- 
ing their -word in business matters, in 
contrast with the everlasting procras- 
tinating and 
"manana'*-ing 
of 
the 
Spaniards, they have built up a large 
business -with the English aud Ameri- 
can houses, in the Philippines -who 
intiuitely prefer to deal -with them 
rather than with the owners of the 
soil. 
Their thrifty ways and tend- 
ency to sa #3 money and send it home 
to China rather than to spend it where 
they are is another 
source of 
ance to the haughty "Espnnoles. " 


Then their ability and willingness 
to perform every kind 
of 
manual 
labor, from cari^entering, shoemakiug, 
etc., to coolie work, from morning to 
night at the lowest of wages, is a 
cause of envious irritation to the in- 
dolent native "Filipinos,'' and a con- 
stant feud is waged between the two 
races, which has been handed down 
for generations. 
In 
a stret^t 
fight, 
however, 
I 
have noticed 
that the 
*Tilipino" is very apt to come out 
ahead, although many of the coolies 
have the most sui^erb muscular devel- 
ment which I have ever seen. 


i o n g ago, according to history, a 
fleet of Chinese .junks, under the fa- 
mous pirate chief Li Ma Hong, bore 
down on Manila with the intention of 
capturing it and its many treasures. 
The little garrison intlxe fort defended 
it with a gallantry such as Spaniards 
can and will display when in despera- 
tion, and Li I\Ia Hong, possessing no 
"petroleum shells," and a storm com- 
ing up providentially, the fleet was in- 
gloriously 
defeated. 
Some 
of 
the 
junks went ashore on the 
northern 
coast of the island, aud there is today 
a curious race of so-called Chinese 
"Igorotes, " 
or 
savages, living 
in 
the 
fastnesses of 
the 
mountains, 
and supposed to be the descendants 
of the shiinvrecked pirates. 
A certain 
day ill January is the anniversary of 
the fight, and on that day hardly a 
Chinaman in Manila dares show him- 
self out of doors, for every small boy, 
native orSj^aniard, feels in duty bound 
to "heave a rock" at him. 


Whenever there is a big fire in the 
town, it is alwa3''S assumed that the 
Chinese have set it, and they are very 
scarce in the streets while the confla- 
gration lasts, for tacit instructions 
would seem to have been given on 
these occasions to the eflect that "if 
you see a Chinaman hit him." 


Early in the spring of 1893 the 
Spanisli iron steamer San Juan sailed 
from Hong Kong for Manila with a 
cargo largely composed of kerosene, 
which had been carefully stowed as 
near the boilers as possible, and on 
deck, where the some three hundred 
Chinese' coolies who composed the 
passenger list could sit on the cases 
and knock the embers from their pipes 
against them. 
It is not surprising 
that the ship 
took 
fire 
when just 
within sight of Luzon, and the Span- 
ish captain, with most of his officers, 
promptly took to the boats and pulled 
for the shore, leaving a raging, fren- 
zied massof Chinese shrieking at them 
from the doomed vessel, for no jn'o- 
visiou is made on these steamers for 
the safety of the coolies in case of 
accident. 
In a few minutes the San 
Juan was afire from stem to stern. 
As 
many as could climbed the masts, only 
to fall back sufibcatcd into the blaz- 
ing furnace below. 
Even the more 
merciful death of drowning was de- 
nied them, for the sea was alive with 
sharks, attracted by the glare, swarm- 
ing around the ship as mackerel swarm 
around a bucketful of "gurry." 


Thirty-six 
hours 
later 
another 
steamer sighted the wreck and bore 
down 
to the rescue. 
Out of 
the 
original three hundred, some eighty 
wretched creatures were found alive, 
clinging to the big gangway which 
hung over the side and to the stern 
davits and Ijoat tackle, with the iron 
hull of the steamer redhot in places, 
and the sharks leaping at them. 
The 
rescuing boats had literally to light 
their way through the ravenous brutes, 
I saw the survivors as they were 
landed, aud a discouraged-looking lot 
they were, 
The San Juan, an empty, 
Bcorched hull, was towed in aud an- 
chored in the mouth of the river to 
cool off until thb seventy thousand 
Mexican dollars in her bottom could 
be dug out of the debris, a melted 
mass. And not an expression of regret 
did I hear from any of my 
"Chino" 
friends over the disaster to their coun- 
trymen, 
"Pah! coolies!" was all they 
said.

Kxplodoil Too Soon to I^ostroy a 
Fc(1ora\ 


Gunboat. 


Mr. R. O. 
Crowley, formerly elec- 
trician of the Torpedo Division, C. S. 
N., contributes 
to The Century an 
account of "The Confederate Torpedo 
Service," 
After describing the 
or- 
ganization of the 
first 
tori^edo ser- 
vice, Mr. Ci'owley says: 


Having 
system now 
perfected, 
wo established a torpedo station,some 
five or six miles below Hichmond, by 
submerging two iron tanks, containing 
one thousand pounds of i^owder each, 
in twelve feet of water, 
leading the 
wires ashore 
and connecting them 
with a galvanic battery concealed in a 
small hut in a deep ravine. 
From the 
battery-house 
the wires were led to 
an elevated 
position 
near by, where 
the man in charge could keep a look->, 
out for ])asRing vessels. 
The position 
of the torpedoes in 
the water was in- 
dicated by two sticks, planted about 
ten feet apart on the 
])lnff, and in a 
line with each other aud the torpedoes, 
and the watchman's instructions M'ere 
to explode them 
by connecting the 
wires as soon as an 
enemv's 
vessel 
should 
be on 
a lino with the two 
pointers. 
All this being prepared, we 
awaited the approach of a Federal gun- 
boat. 
As was usually the case, one 
came when least expected, on a beau- 
tiful clear day, when our entire force 
except the man stationed as lookout, 
was absent in Richmond, 
preparing 
other war material. 


We were ai^prised ])y telegraph of 
the rapid approach of the gunboat, and 
immediatelv hastened toward our first 
station, but we arrived too late. 
The 
man in charge had not seen the United 
States flag for a long period, and 
never having previously seen a gun- 
boat so near, lost his presence of mind 
and 
fired 
one of the 
1000 
pound 
powder-tanks when the gunboat was 
at least 
twenty 
to thirty yards dis- 
tant. 
A great explosion took place, 
throwing up a gi'eat column of water 
to a considerable height; and the gun- 
boat by her momentum iDlunged into 
the great 
trough, 
and 
caught the 
downward rush of a wave on her for- 
ward deck. 
The guards were broken 
away, half a dozen men were thrown 
overboard, and 
other damage to the 
gunboat was 
caused. 
The steamer 
then turned about as quickly as she 
could, aud prepared 
to retrace her 
route down the river, after picking up 
the men who Iiad been washed over- 
board. 
There was a brilliant oppor- 
tunity to accomplish her total destruc- 
tion by firing the remaining torpedo 
as she passed back over it. 
But,alas! 
the man had been so astounded at the 
first explosion that 
he had fled pre- 
cipitately, without waiting to see what 
damage had been done, and the gun- 
boat was then enabled to return down 
the river in safety.

While her husband was thus en- 
gaged Mrs. Martin heard the mourn- 
ful bray of her pet mule, which was 
in the barn at the time the fire started.

barn. 
Her 
husband returned, 
and, 
missing his wife, came to the conclu- 
sion that she was in the barn. 
He 
rushed in after her and succeeded in 
dragging her out into the open air.

Meanwhile 
the 
Spaniards 
were 
speeding, crestfallen, over the Ger- 
man ocean, under all the canvas that 
their torn rigging and splintered spars 
would bear. 
For »Sulonia's men were 
thinking only of getting homo to the 
warm sun and vSjmrkling water of their 
cara España—dear old Si)ain, 
Sol- 
diers and sailors lounged in sullen, 
silent groups about the decks. 
The 
flag-ship would not respond to the sa- 
lutes of her consorts. 
The wind blew 
northerly at times, but the duke for- 
got his promise to sail back into the 
channel. 
Ho thought only of 
flight, 
and ofierod his French pilot two thou- 
sand ducats if he should bring him 
safe to Spain. 
Soon 
the autumn 
storms burst, and the Si?auiards had 
to house everything but a rag of sail 
to steer by. 
Thick, black fogs often 
settled down upon them, so that they 
could not see one another's lights at 
night. 
One day, however, they had 
the melancholy satisfaction of captur- 
ing a few English i>innaces returning 
from their 
fishing-ground 
laden with 
cod aud ling. 
This—one almost re- 
grets to say it—was the 
greatest 
achievemont of the fleet that was to 
give Philip) the sovereignty over west- 
ern Europe. 
The men had been sup- 
plied with clothes only for a short 
summer campaign, and these North 
sea gales froze them to the bone. "We 
all expectcd to come home rich from 
this expedition," wrote a gentleman 
on board the flng-shij?, as she was 
floundering 
past Scotland ; "but now 
we are coming home in our shirts, for 
our clothes got so ragged that \ve had 
to throw them overboard,'* 
To in- 
crease the wretchedness, it became 
necessary 
to reduce the rations to 
starving-point. 
The 
artillery mules 
and noblemen's horses, which a wise 
commander would have kept for food, 
were cast overboard to save -water. 
It was heartrending to see the wild 
white eyes of the poor brutes, 
as, 
plunging and snorting, they tried to 
swim back to the ship's side. 


It seemed imperative to punish some- 
body for all this disgrace and misery. 
A number of officers were accused of 
disobedience or cowardice. 
Some of 
these the duke deprived of their com- 
mands ; aud one captain was hanged 
iu a pinnace, which was sent through 
the fleet with its gruesome 
freight 
dangling from the yard-arm as a warn- 
ing to the rest. 


The weather got ever M'ilder, 
The 
clumsy ships heaved and rolled, and 
plunged their yards deep into the 
waves. 
Hulls got so badly strained 
that they had to be stiflened with ropes. 
Strong men flocked to the chaplains, 
bégging for their prayers. 
Many a 
poor fellow, losing hope of seeing land 
again, made his will and intrusted it 
to the ship's imest. 
Men sickened 
and died by hundreds, sons of Spain's 
noblest houses with the rest. 
Many 
ships got so short-handed that they 
dropped behind the main body, and 
had to struggle northward in isolated 
groups. 
Now and then a rotten lac- 
ing would give way, aud the sailors, 
weakened by hunger and sickness, had 
to go aloft in the gale to house the 
tugging and bellying sail, 
lucky if 
shrouds and s])ars were not slippery 
and dangerous with the driving sleet. 
Though midsummer, it was as cold as 
Christmas, 
Everybody 
except 
the 
pilots stayed below as much as possi- 
ble to keep warm. 
They were all per- 
ishing with hunger and thirst, and the 
little food they got was moldy. 
They 
might have tried catching rainwater in 
casks, but the spray would have turned 
it salt. 
Calderón, one of the paymas- 
ters, had a store of delicacies aboard 
his hulk, and 
distributed 
them, as 
well as the heavy sea allowed, among 
the sick and wounded of the 
fleet. 
The negroes and mulattos, it Avas ob- 
aerved, nearly all perished with the 
cold. 
The men were now kept con- 
tinuously at the pumps. 
Woe to the 
ship when pumps got clogged with 
ballast pebbles ! 
It was hard and 
dangerous Avork shifting the crews of 
sinking vessels in the 
temiJestuous 
weather.

By an infamous provision of the rev- 
ienne law enacted by the congress just 
adjourned each child is comi>elled 
to 
'buy a ten-cent stamp and affix it to this 
^certificate. 


The express, railroad and telegraph 
icompanies shift to the shoulders of their 
»customers which the law imposes upon 
them. The millionaire land-owner, the 
Astor or the 
Bradley-Martin, living 
^abroard in luxury on money drawn per- 
haps from the tenements in which these 
^very children 
are 
equalidly housed, 
pays not one penny of the war-tax. 


But the little children, whom 
an 
unrighteous, an un-Christian and 
an- 
archic social system comi>els to work 
in their playtime, must pay ten cents 
»each in war taxes before they can ac- 
»quire the privilege of even seeking work. 


We are waring for 
humanity, but 
we wring the cost of the war from that 
part of humanity least able to pay it.

He had fled, however, to Peru, where, 
under an assumed name, he had judi- 
ciously invested his 
ill-gotten capital 
and been 
successful. 
Ho Avas now 
rich and desirous of returning to his 
native country to lead 
a creditable 
life and end liis daj's. 


As a preliminary step and anxious 
to make his i>eace Avith Searle, whom 
he had so deeply wronged, he sent 
him the draft in full for his now half- 
forgotten defalcation. 
Fortunately it 
arrived in time to save his old partner 
from ruin.

terview. 
He was fully forgiven by my 
kind-hearted patient, although in for- 
mer days ho had unjustly suilered for 
a time from the suspicion of having 
been an accomplice in Van Duzen's 
flight.

General Knox personally su- 
perintended the serving of the guns. 
He Avas bred in the Avoods of Maine, 
and Avas a born artillerist. 
'You fire 
better than the French, upon my A--ord 
j^ou do, \said Lafayette, as Major ShaAV 
modestly protested. 


" I n all cases except one, American 
gunnery iu the Avar of 1812 Avas supe- 
rior to the British, 
That exception 
was in tho case of the British frigate 
Shannon, Avhich Avhipped and 
cap- 
tured the American frigate Chesapeake. 
It Avas an illustration of stealing an 
opponent's trumps and playing them 
back at him. 
The Shannon's guns 
were fitted A v i t h American sights and 
her 
crew 
Avere exercised 
after the 
American fashion. 
The commander 
of the Shannon paid particular atten- 
tion to gunnery ; in fact, he was the 
only ofiicer in the British navy Avho 
did at that time. The brave LaAvrence 
who, as JJecatur said afterward, *had 
I no more dodge in him than the main- 
mast,' dashed recklessly against the 
: deadly fire of the Shannon. 
After 
receiving the Shannon's 
first 
broad- 
side the Chesajjeake Avas out of it. 


"As late as 1830 the American gun 
sight Avas considered the best device 
knoAvn to naval artillerists. 
It Avas in- 
troduced into naval gunnery by the 
Yankees in 1771. I have no doubt that 
in any future Avar that Ave may have 
on the sea, Yankee ingenuity and in- 
telligence will achieve the success that 
has ahvays 
attended 
them."—New 
I'ork Sun.

It is unfortunate 
that 
the name 
''Somers" cannot be attached to some 
ftctive Avar vessel of tho United States 
aavy. 
The boat bearing that name, 
recently 
bought 
at Schichau, 
Ger- 
many, Avill reamin 
idle in Falmouth 
harbor until the Avar ceases, 


It is unfortunate, because the name 
Somers 
comes from a man A v h o is 
associated A v i t h as remarkable an act 
of daring as that of any one who ever 
fought on the 
seas for Old 
Glory, 
Names such as his deserve to be per- 
petuated, 
Examples like that given 
by Richard Soiners are 
A v o r t h 
more 
than 
battleships 
or 
inexhaustible 
t'ovenues. 


The first lime Somers is heard of is 
the time he fought a series of duels. 


vessels. 
He chafed them Avithin a 
hundred yards of tho battery, and as 
he turned to go back, his quarry safe 
iu the harbor, 
destruction 
seemed 
imminent. 
But an 
American shell 
exploded in 
the battery, and he got 
flAvay. 


It Avas on tho night of September 4 
that Somers gave up his life for the 
flag Avhose honor he hadsAvorn to pro- 
tect. 
He took charge of a small boat 
filled Avith 100 barrels of 
gunpoAvder 
and shells Avhich had been turned in- 
to a 
floating 
mine. 
It Avas knoAvn 
that could 
the 
vessel 
bo taken into 
the harbor 
and 
exploded 
enormous 
damage could be done. Somera under- 
took to do it, 
Somera 
had sworn 
never to be 
taken 
alive. 
The ailair 
before Tripoli 
Avas not a peaceful 
blockade, 
but 
Avar. 
An 
uncle of 
LongfelloAv, Henry 
WadsAvorth, ten 
sail ors, 
and 
a midshipman, Joseph 
Israel, 
Avho 
had been refused per- 
mission 
to g-», but 
Avho hid in the 
vessel, made up the party. 
The fleet 
Avaited tho result. 
The 
little boat, 
' named the lntrp]ud, 
sailed toAvards 
the batteries. 
The batteries opened 
up on it. 
The American fleet Avaited 
anxiously for tAvo hours and then the 
night suddenly changed into a glare 
of 
fire. 
The Intrepid had bloAvu it- 
self up, accomplishing its mission. 


Eichard 
Somers 
sleeps in an un- 
marked grave 
somewhere iu Tripoli. 
The 
Moliammedans 
Avould alloAV no 
signs of identification. 
He gave his 
life and gave it at great cost, for the 
effect of the explosion 
shattered the 
enemy's largest 
boat filled Avith sol- 
diers, 
and 
Avrecked 
tAvo 
others. 
Richard Somers 
Avas a typo of the 
midshipman 
of the first part of the 
century. 
His 
deed has never been 
excelled in 
daring by any single ex- 
ploit.

Lawn Golf t!io Very I^iitest. 


The newest game is laAvn golf, and 
it has already **taken" Avith those that 
OAvn country houses. 
Dozens of sets 
of it are now being purchased, and it 
Avill be a distinct feature of fashion- 
able life this summer. 


It is an exceedingly pretty game, 
and as a lawn ijastime will stand some- 
Avhat in the Avay of croquet, Avhich the 
past year or bo has shoAvn signs of 
revival. 
LaAvn golf is really more in 
the line of a practice game than it is 
a game of itself. It has no rules of its 
own, and only difiers from golf inire 
and simple in that its implements are 
ditrerent. 


A small size of golf balls and a small 
size of golf sticks are employed. 
A 
course is laid out on the lawns, little 
fences that come in the 
sets being 
used as obstructions. 
In place of the 
holes of an ordinary golf course there 
are saucers of tin that haA'e holes iu 
their centres. 
These are turned up- 
side down in the lawn, in any desire 1 
position. 


It is a diificult matter, as might be 
imagined, to drive a ball into those.

HELPS FOR HOUSEWIVES. 


Sherbet. 


To one quart of scalded milk gvnte 
the yellow rind of one lemon. 
After 
this mixture has become thoroughly 
cold strain it. 
Then to four cups of 
sugar add the strained juice of three 
lemons and four oranges; mix this 
•with the cold milk, add the beaten 
whites of live fresh eggs, and freeze 
the same as ice cream. 


Giblot liftgout. 


Take a pound of chicken giblets, 
half a pouud of little epfgs that hens 
dressed for market usually have, and 
half a pouud of mushrooms. 
Put the 
giblets on lirst in your chafing dish 
and cover with Avater and stew slowly. 
Then add the eggs whole and the 
mushrooms cut in slices, a table- 
spoonful of butter, pepper and salt to 
taste, au onion that Las been sliced 
and fried in butter, the piece of a 
lemon, and at the last a good pinch of 
cayenne pepper and a little flour thick- 
ening. 
This makes a delicious dish 
served on toast or on pattie crusts. 


Crojim of Spliuioh Soup. 


Cream of spinach is delicious. 
To 
make it, pick leaves from the stems 
of 
two quarts 
of 
si)inach, 
wash 
through several cold waters, 
shake 
lightly to free from sand, and throw 
them into a warm kettle; there will 
be sufficieut water remaining on the 
leaves to create steam for the cook- 
ing. 
Shako and toss for live minutes. 
Drain the spinach; chop it very fine, 
and then ])ress it through a sieve. 
A-dd gradually, stirring all the while, 
one quart of cold milk. 
This should 
have the consistency of thin cream, 
and be of a bright green color. 
Put 
in a double boiler, moisten a teaspoon- 
ful of arrowroot or half atablespoon- 
ful of cornstarch with a little cold 
milk; add this to the soup; stir Avhile 
it boils. 
Strain auil season. 


OurXatiouiil Bisli. 


People will eat pies as long as there 
Are cooks to make them. 
Knowing 
this, our attention should be turned 
toward making them what they should 
be, i, e., wholesome and digestible. 
To this end remember 
that 
good, 
healthful food cannot be made from 
poor material. 
Especially true is this 
of whatever is used for shortening. 
When one can get it, country rendered 
lard is best; next to that, what 
is 
called butcher's lard. 
Lard mixed 
with cotton seed oil is iierniissible if 
the oil is not rancid. 


For each pie alloAv one cup of fiour 
and one-half cup of good, sweet lard; 
add a small saltspoonful of salt and 
mix thoroughly, then add just water 
enough to mix together. 
The exact 
amount of water cannot be given, as 
some iiour requires more 
moisture 
than others to form a dough. 
Grease 
your pie tins Avith lard or butter, ¡n-ess 
the crust smoothly'- in the tin to ex- 
clude air puffs, put in your 
filling, 
cover and press the edges well to- 
gether, thou bake in a quick oven. 


If proper attention is paid to the 
baking a pie may be easily slipped off 
of the tin as soon as it is done, and 
it will be a delight to the family, so 
far as the crust is concerned. In bak- 
ing very juicy fruit pies line your tins 
with the crust, fill with fruit AVell 
sweetened, then cover with strips of 
crust in diamond shajje or in squares. 
Now firmly jn-ess one of the strips of 
crust around the ends over the edge 
of the cross strips and bake in a quick 
oven. These can also be easily slipped 
from the tins and in aj^i^earance they 
are very invitiug. 


Always use tin plates to bake pies 
on and if they are nearly new ihe pies 
should not be allowed to stand on 
them longer than to cool,—What to 
Eat.

Always keep 
steel ornaments 
in 
powdered starch to jDrevent rusting. 


Always make starch with soapy wa- 
ter, which will give a better globS to 
the linen and prevent the irons from 
sticking. 


Never acid salt to new milk used foi 
gravies, stows, etc., until just before 
serving if you would avoid curdling 
the milk. 


Always invert the wash tubs antl 
imi a little water on the bottom oi 
them, so they will not dry out and 
leak before the following Avash day. 


Always rub a little soft (not melted) 
butter over the top of bread dough 
when in a mass, alter being molded 
ijito loaves. 
This "[jrevents a hard 
crust, 


Never read, nor sew, nor write im- 
mediately after coming from compara- 
tive darkness into a bright light, il 
you have good eyes and v.'uuld keep 
them good, 


Always see th*at shoes are properly 
cured lor wlien taken off at night. 
Btraigbten and smooth out the wrin- 
kles, draAV duwix the instep and pull 
up from the heel. 


Always open canned fruit or vegeta- 
bles an hour or two before they are 
needed, that the flavor may be im- 
proved. 
And always empty the con- 
tents of a tin can into a glass or china 


ciitih as soon as it is opened. 


Never ilespair. when linen 
seems 
hopelessly scorched from an over- 
heated iron, 
yoak the stain in luke- 
warm "water, squeeze lemon juice on 
it, sprinkle a little salt over it, and 
place it in the sunshine to bleach.
